First  we  see  a group  of  “kids" 
entering  the  school  to  he  enrolled  for  the  first  time  as  students  of  Morrison.  Some  are 
calm;  some  are  excited;  and  some  are  just  sccared.  As  the  scenes  move  on,  we  see  that 
these  students  have  quickly  adjusted  themselves  to  high  school  life  and  have  taken  their 
places  as  members  of  the  freshman  class  with  Joel  Ferguson  as  their  president,  Anna  Lou 
Canepa,  their  vice-president,  and  Gweneth  Ackiss  their  secretary -treasurer.  Nancy  Easley 
and  Eleanor  Holmstine  represent  the  first  year  Latin  class  at  the  annual  Latin  tournament 
in  Williamsburg.  Nancy  returns  with  the  fourth  highest  grade  in  the  state. 

The  next  scene  that  comes  before  us  are  of  this  same  group  once  more  entering 
Morrison;  this  time  as  high  and  mighty  Sophomores.  Now  they  are  well-known  around  the 
school  and  feel  their  importance  since  they  are  upper  classmen.  Their  representatives  are 
found  in  the  schools’  sport,  scholastic,  and  social  activities,  taking  a.  far  more  prominent 
place  than  they  had  the  year  before.  This  time  they  are  led  by  their  president,  Harmon 
Smith;  vice-president,  Philip  Brown;  secretary,  Marie  Dozier;  and  treasurer,  Periior  Stowitts. 

These  scenes  pass  very  quickly.  Before  we  realise  it  we  are  looking  at  the  highlights 
of  their  junior  year  in  high  school.  The  juniors  are  busy  from  the  beginning  selling  chances 
on  raffles,  and  selling  school  colors  to  wear  at  football  games,  basketball  games,  etc.,  in 
order  to  raise  the  necessary  money  for  the  Junior -Senior  banquet  and  dance.  Again  Hannon 
Smith  is  elected  president,  Perrior  Stowitts,  vice-president;  Marguerite  Johnson,  secretary; 
and  Frances  Lee  Harris,  treasurer.  Late  in  the  spring  they  sponsor  an  amateur  show  and 
a motion  picture  at  the  Village  Theatre  in  Hilton  Village.  Difficulties  concerning  this 
project  arise  and  it  is  not  until  the  night  before  the  Prom  that  they  finally  succeeed  in 
raising  the  specified  amount. 

The  excitement  and  accomplishment  of  these  activities  keep  the  class  so  occupied 
that  soon  another  June  has  rolled  around  and  the  juniors  have  become  dignified  seniors. 

During  the  summer,  Lewis  Brooks  and  Harmon  Smith,  sponsored  by  the  American 
Legion  Auxiliary,  go  to  V.  P.  I.  to  represent  Morrison  at  the  Old  Dominion  Boys’  State. 

Since  the  junior  class  officers  were  so  efficient,  the  seniors  re-elect  them.  The  senior 
year  is  the  busiest  year  but  the  happiest.  There  are  many  senior  projects  and  activities 
to  be  planned  and  carried  out.  Early  in  the  fall  Harmon  Smith  and  Janet  Andrews  represent 
the  high  school  at  the  Students  Cooperative  Association  Convention  in  Richmond. 

The  seniors  continue  the  clean-up  campaign  sponsored  by  the  class  of  ’41.  Through 
this  the  home  rooms  are  cleaned  and  made  more  attractive.  Together  with  this  campaign, 
the  seniors  stage  a Beautification  Program  and  raise  money  enough  to  buy  some  shrubs  for 
the  front  of  the  high  school  building.  The  next  project  that  we  see  under  way  is  the  col- 
lecting of  paper  and  coat  hangers  to  be  sold  for  the  benefit  of  the  Red  Cross  or  some 
similar  organization  pertaining  to  national  defense. 

By  this  time  another  spring  has  put  in  its  appearance  and  the  seniors  are  preparing 
for  the  annual  events  such  as  the  senior  plays,  their  trip  to  Washington  and  the  graduation 
exercises.  Now  the  hands  of  the  clock  point  to  June,  1942,  bringing  to  a close  the  careers 
of  each  of  the  members  of  the  graduating  class  of  this  year. 

It  is  with  much  regret  that  we  leave  Morrison,  not  only  because  of  the  wonderful 
times  we  have  enjoyed  here  in  the  last  four  years  but  also  because  we  realize  that  it  ends 
a very  definite  phase  of  our  life,  a phase  that  can  never  be  brought  back  except  through 
our  memories.
